Va paraiso auring the bombardment of that
place are not 1o be glven up so rendlily.

Fenrful Fire im the Camtral Markots of
Faria,

A fearful fire broke out at about half-past 9
o'clock on Saturday, the lith ins',, in one of
the vanlts under the central markets. These
vanlts sre sublerranesn markets, In whion
provisions are packed by stand holders above,
ench having exaclly the same space allotted Lo
bim underground Al ne renls above. Here Lt
Is that fowls nre plumed, that fish 18 kept fresh,
and here all baskets ure Iald aside from evenlng
1l morning, The pavillon bearing No,
1 is one of the moost lmporiant o polat
of trade, and here It 18 the ciatastreplhe
ocourred. It is the buatler, oheese, and
egr department, Toe guantities of grease
In combustion soon converted the vaalts Into
i lake of burning tire., Herole feats of courage
were performed by the firemen; but towsrds 11
& part of the celling above foll in, and many
were whirled into the flaming liquld. The gas
Lhen exploded, when all the llve anlmals in
Pavillon No. 2 were stufled by oolumns of
smoke, and the nolse of the roaring flames
was not sufficlent to drown toe pitiable wall of
the suffering, Chalns of young men were
formed all around the terrific scene,, Nothing
can be sald 100 expressive of eulogléim on tneir
conduet, They were nol a select body of men
irained to hardship or peril; they were nothlng
trmgoung fellows accldontally passing or liv-
ing by, buat Psr!ectly reckless of life, they ran
Bpontenecusly whers the flames Jeaped
bighest, siripped off their coats, and with
one cry ‘“‘al'ouvre’ passed buckets, rolled
lubs of water, unrolled colls and harnessed
Lbemselves Lo carts as if they had been kept In
practice for months, The French impalse,
called brio, bravwra or furore in muslo, 1s the
keynote of the nution—It 18 natural to all, In
less than quarter an hour an orderly service of
voulneers was organlzed, I say orderly, becanse
Lthere arose one or two who positively com.
munded and were obeyed., AL 7 o'clock the fol-
lowing morning the fire pumps were still at
The logses Are lmmense, No less Lthan
one bundred and ity stand guolders are coms
pletely rutned, 160,000 1bs. of butter bolled from
oue end of the vanlt to the other. The losses (or
the ¢ty of Paris are estimated at duo000f. The
cause of Lthe disnster was tte lguition of s mateh
in some dry straw. One eplsode of the fire will
prove that money i8 as dear as life in France
with at least one of Lhe falrsex. Jusl as tne
fire was most lulense the alr was rent with a
wild sbirlek, and u market woman runnlog
eversibing down before her, threw herself in
the midst of the gulf; down, down she rnshed,
heedless of the melting grease, 1t losafferaole
pmell, its forvidding sspect, and flying meross
the vaull steeped In oll, she fumbled wildly In
an lron cage, and exultingly bid a porifotio in
ber pocket, Bheé turned, excla:ming, 1 have
;ot Iy money,"” but the columns of smoke had
n this ghort time got thicker, and behind them
flaghed lurld flumes; on she came a8 far as the
flight of steps, when a long tongue of fire encir-
cled her, but slelullud the portfolio from ont
of ber pocket, and all on fre, throw It out to &
firemun, erying “Help ™ The man caaght hold
of her, but when stie In his arms was broaght
to the fresh alr, she was & horrible spectacle, &
erfect wound, & lump of greaso on which her
urned clothes were stlll feeding.

The prisoners published a oard in whioh they
Buld:—The prisoners arrested in May were at
Fort Pulaskl before Lhelr removal Lo Atlanta.
Thelr cells were as dark ns dongeons, withoat
ventlistion, and but four by seven feet. No
bed or blankel wus farnished. The ratlons
catikinted of a«iloe of fat pork three Limas eacn
week, and besf too unsound Lo eat the remaln-
lng days. A pleos of bread for eacl menl, soap
for dinuer and coffee for breakinst, flulsned
tue bill of fare An old oyster ocan was
given each prisoner, and o this vessel
holh ooffee and soup were aerved. It may be
enld  that the soldlers recelved mnothin
better; but these cltizens wore not soldlers, an
thelr friends were able, willlog, and sngious Lo
give them eovery comfort, ‘hy were (hey
denled the privilege 7 Re used all communioa-
flon with 1heir friends, relatlves, or counsal,
they were foreed to live In these horrid esils
nieh! and day, prosirated by heat and mad
dencd by myrinds of mo guitoes, The ealls of
natnre were attended o lo & buckst, whicn was
removed but onee ln twenty-hours,

At McPherson Barracks we wero placed In
cells five feet sleven Inches wide by ten feel
long, Theso oslis were alterward divided. res
ducing thelr width to two (oet ten Inehes, Tihis
I8 terrible, but troe. Upon the arrival of the
oMicer sent from Washington to Investigate the
niresis the partitlons were removed, olther
bed nor bedding was furnlsbed for from two
o fve days, e were not permilled to
sea pur frlends, familles or ocounsel, until
after memorials to OCongress had aroused
wie whole conntry to the enormily of the
outrage, Even after this, our letters,
breathl the affeotion of a wife or mother
were subjroted to Inspection, Tue prison sink
was immediately at onr osll doors, and emitted
s stenoh Lbat was horrible. Al times, when
some humane soldler was willing to transcend
bis orders and give us a breath of fresn alr Lo
sooLhe our distended, bursting velns, we wonld
a8k him to close the door, préelerring Lo risic
sufl cation rather than endare the intolerable
smell. Durlng all this time we were lgnorant
of the charges agalnst ns, Of conrse we nocepted
the eommon ramor that our arrest gre v ouw of
Lhe murder of Ashburn; but after onr conusel
was permitted to visit us, no deflaite llne of
defense conld be planned in the absence of all
specifications,
